Claim 1 and 5-12 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (11 84 O.G. 86), claim 13, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, is now subject to being 
rejoined. Claim 13 is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104.

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 
4/20/05 is hereby withdrawn. 

Note that, Applicant's amendments, Applicant's arguments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. Of the 
references of record, JP 223,509 teaches a hair dressing resin composition 
characterized by comprising 1 :2-1 :10 by weight of a mixture of cationic/amphoteric 
polymer consisting of 5 to 60 mole percent of cationized repeating units, 95 to 40 mole 
percent of amphoterized repeating units; and an anionic polymer. See Claim 1 . 
However, '509 does not teach the specific cationic/ampholytic polymer as recited by the 
instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest, a 
composition containing a cationic/ampholytic polymer, an anionic benefit agent, and the 
other requisite components of the composition in the specific proportions as recited by 
the instant claims.
